1 . (Twice Amended) An imaging module comprising: 
a circuit board; 

an image sensor carried by said circuit board; and 

at least one light source for illuminating at least part of a target area, wherein said at 
least one light source is mounted to said circuit board, whereby said circuit board carries both 
of said image sensor and said at least one light source. 



3. (Last Amended June 26, 2002) The imaging module of claim 1, wherein said at 
least one light source includes an aiming light source and an illumination light source and 
wherein said at least one illumination light source and said at least one aiming light source are 
each mounted to said circuit board, whereby said circuit board carries each of said image 
sensor, said at least one illumination light source and said at least one aiming light source.
